Boston, March 15.—Agents of the 
Warren line 
announced 
today that 
they had received indirect word that 
the British steamer Sagamore, which 
sailed from Boston February 21, for 
Liverpool, had been Bunk by a sub- 
marine. 
The Sagamore was in com- 
mand of Captain H. Cummings and 
had a crew of 
fifty. 
There were no 
Americans aboard. 
She 
carried 
a 
general cargo including munitions for 
the British government and was arm- 
ed astern with a 4.7 inch gun. Ves- 
sel and cargo wei'e valued at $1,500,- 
000. 


V/hile declining to give the source 
of their information, Warren line of- 
ficials said they were satisfied the ves- 
sel had been sunk. 
They explained 
that the delay in reporting her loss 
probably was due to an admiralty rul- 
ing under which the list of ships sunk 
by submarines, is issued weekly. 


The British steamer Bay State, of 
the Warren line, sailing five days later 
than the Sagamore, arrived at Liver- 
pool Tuesday. 


The Sagamoi-e which registered 5,- 
036 tons gross, had accommoda,tions 
for 25 passengers but had been en- 
gaged exclusively as a freighter since 
the early daj\s of the war. 
She was 
fcuilt at Belfast In 1892. 


It was stated at the British consulate 
later today that two Americans had 
signed as

Xew York, March 15.—With hun- 
dreds of Americans in Scandinavian 
ports anxious to return to their native 
land, the Norwegian steamship Kris- 
tianfjord, which arrived 
here 
today, 
was obliged to sail without booking 
passage for any of them owing to the 
concern felt by the owners over the 
German submarine blockade. 
Officers 
of the vessel 
estimated 
there 
were 
1,000 Americans unable to reach home 
and the Kristianfjord 
turned 
away 
500 applicants, refusing also to carry 
mails. 
She brought a general cargo 
of 850 tons of merchandise. 


One American citizen arrived on the 
Kristianfjord, having boarded the ship 
unseen and concealed himself until the 
vesisel was out of sight of land. 
This 
stowaway was Wm. E. Cadmus, a for- 
mer Baptist clergyman and now a New 
York exporter. 
Cadmus took a cargo 
to Norway on the Kristianfjord's last 
voj'age over. 
When he made his re- 
appearance on deck on the trip back 
he was not disciplined as stowaways 
generally ai-e, but enjoyed the privi- 
leges of exclusive occupancy 
of 
the 
cabin and was not sent to the Ellis 
Island immigration station on arrival 
here. 


The Kristianfjord left 
Christiania. 
Norway, on Jan. 2S. 
At Bei'gen she 
was detained until Feb. 28, owing to 
the German U-boat campaign. 
On her 
voyage she avoided the submarine zone 
and put in at Halifax, where she re- 
mained three days while her cargo was 
being examined. 
The ship sighted no 
submarines.

Appeal is made b j Mayor Hosey to the people of Fort Wajme to 
contribute to the relief oi those who were made homeless and destitute 
in the oity of Newcastle by last Sunday's storm. 


The Sentinel will receive and acknowledge dopatioiis to the fund 
it is desired to raise in this city for the assistanofe of Newcastle's un- 
fortunate and see that such aid as is extended, promptly rcachcs tlie 
proper authorities. It may be well to repeat what Mayor Hosey says 
in-his appeal, that these contributions ought to be made without de- 
lay. The need of help is very pressing. Newcastle is not a large city 
and the number of her homeless and destitute victims of disaster is 
great. Hundreds have no shelter and no food other than charity now 
provides. It is hoped by those at the head of the relief work that con- 
tributions will be sufficient to assist some of these homeless people to 
restore the homes they have lost and to put them at once in the way 
of becoming again self-supporting. 


; Eeports from over the state indicate that there has been a very 
generous response from the people of Indiana to the appeal of New- 
castle for assistance.

Btructive work. Fort Wayne has always been generoiLs in her answer 
to the call of distress and there will be a similar response to this cry 
of the stricken people of Newcastle.

Sugar is found largely in the same 
places as starch; 
namely, 
in roots, 
grasses, stems of plants, trunks 
of 
trees, fruits, milk and vegetables. 


Starch is the form In which plants 
store their food for future use, while 
sugar is the form 
Into 
-»'hich this 
starch must be changed before the 
plant can make use of it as food. This 
is what happens in 
the 
springtime 
when the trees begin to bud and leaf, 
when tho seeds begin to sprout and 
grow. 
A green 
apple 
or 
a green 
banana tastes starchy, a ripe apple or 
a ripe 
banana 
tastes 
sweet. 
The 
starch has by a chemical change be- 
come a form of sugar. 


Kinds of Sugar. 
Commercial or manufactured sugar 
is the sugar we buy on the market. 
The two kinds of manufactured sugar 
we are most familiar with are the 
cane sugar and the beet sugar. Non- 
commercial sugars 
found 
in 
foods 
such as milk sugar, 
called 
lactose; 
malt sugar found in grains called mal- 
tose; fruit sugar called levulose. 
Value of Sugar. 
In whatever form starch or sugar 
is taken into the 
body. 
It must be 


changed into a atlll simpler form call- 
ed dextrose, before the body can make 
use of it as food; just as the starch in 
the plant must be changed to a form 
of sugar before the plant can use it 
as food. 


This change can be made in 
th« 
body because there Is a ferment in the 
saliva of the mouth, gastric Juice of 
the stomach and Intestinal juice for 
this purpose; or this change can bo 
made outside of the body by adding 
an acid to 
the 
sugar 
and boiling. 
Therefore, jams and fruit butters are 
easily digested forms of sugar. 


Stored as lYit. 


If sugar Is eaten in small amotrnts, 
it will take the place of starch and 
will be more quickly mad© use of by 
tho body because It is in a simpler 
form than starch and will not hara 
to go through all the changes starch 
must go through to be made Into that 
simplest form of sugar—dextrose. 


If the sugar 
Is 
in 
excess 
of th? 
amount needed for the daily use of 
the body It is changed to fat and is 
stored as fat. 
That is the reason that 
In some cases of 
fleshiness 
doctors 
omit sugar entirely from the diet.

GOVERNMENT WANTS LAND. 


Asks Supreme Court to Return Oregon 
Territory. 


The government has filed its brief 
in the supreme court against the Ore- 
gon and California Railroad company 
in the government's suit to rccover 2,- 
¡iOO.OQO acres of land in Oregon, valued 
ill more tlian $30,000,000, granted in 
1S6<5 and 1870 to certain railroads up- 
on condition that they would sell tlie 
land to settlers at not more than $2.50 
an acre. 
The government claims that 
the conditions were broken by the raii- 
loads, and seeks to have the supreme 
court affirm the decisions of the lower 
court.

TO MUCH DISEASE. 


Dr. Gilpin Fmpliasizes Xeetl of Caution 
on Part of Parents. 


Sentinel Want Adu. Pay. 


Methods whereby the grease f r o m 
city garbage could be extracted 
and 
used in soap making were layed be- 
fore Mayor Hosey, Thursday morning, 
by directors of a local soap factory who 
seek the by-product f r o m F o r t Wayne 
garbage. 


The Fort Wayne factory is now buy- 
ing its grease f r o m an Ohio city. 
The 
fatty fluid is extracted f r o m garbage 
of the city. 
Managers of 
the 
local 
plant believe they can a r r a n g e to ob- 
tain the grease here a t home cheaper 
than they are buying it now. 


T h a t Fort Wayne arrange for con- 
densing the garbage and sell the grease 
to the 8oap factory, is one proposition. 
Mayor Hosey does not take kindly to 
this plan, he says, because of elabor- 
ateness of the necessary 
condensing 
plant and danger to employes in the 
process of extracting the by-product. 


Mayor Hosey points out t h a t m u c h 
gasoline 
and 
other 
grease 
cutting 
chemicals are used in the process and 
that these fluids are sometimes caused 
to explode. 
Cost of setting up such a 
plant and uncertainty of the continued 
good price of the product are against 
the proposition, the mayor says. 


The local soap plant also offers to 
build its own condenser plant and to 
collect the city garbage for a nominal 
sum. 
Mayor Hosey says that cost to 
cities where this plan is now in use Is 
higher than where their own crema- 
tory la maintained. 


Later conference of officials and di- 
rectors of the soap factory may be ar- 
ranged as no definite plans resulted 
from Thursday's talfe. 
Mayor Hosey 
points out that none of the propositions 
made by the soap plant members will 
solve the city ffarba«« prpblem. which 
la on« of havlns th« i^rtmtf «on«ct«4

Eastward across the Mesopota- 


minn border in Persia two columns 
of Russians are advancing toward 
the line of tho Turkish retreat, 
driving other Turkish forces bo- 
fore them. 


One of these columns has cap- 
tared Kormanshah, about 00 miles 
from tho Mesopotamia!! border, 
after defeating the Turks hi a two 
days' battle. In reaching Kerman- 
shab it has already advanced nearly 
100 miles since capturing Harna- 
dan on March 3. 


To the northwest another col- 
umn Is pressing southwest ward 
and has advanced from Sakklz to 
near Baneh, only ton miles from 
the Mesopotamia!! frontier. 


Both these Russian armies are 
threatening 
tho 
main Turkish 


forces in Mesopotamia, retreating 
under the British pressure from 
Bagdad with Mosul probably their 
objective. 
To reach that plane 


those forces have some 180 miles 
to travel up the Tigris from the po- 
sition at which they were last re- 
ported about forty miles south ol 
Samara. 


From Bnneli the Russians are 


within 150 miles across country 
from Mosul, in the Turkish rear, 
while the fast moving 
Russian 


force at Kermanshah, while still 
185 miles from Samara, consti- 
tutes a serious menace to Uie Turk- 
ish flank in 'this field of long dis- 
tances and rapid troop movements. 


The only other way of retreat 


for the apparently 
outnumbered 


and outmanciivercd Turkish armies 
lies to the westward, where com- 
munications ore lacking and the 
country difficult. 


Of 
the Franco-Belgian 
front 
operations aside from those of the 
British on the Sommc front, tho 
current statements report little of 
note. Raids have taken place in 
several sectors along the French 
lines.

Warren Liner Sagamore, Out 


of Boston, Beported 


Sent Down. 


Boston, March 15.—Agents of the 


Warren line announced today that 
they had received Indirect word that 
the British steamer Sagamore, which 
sailed from Boston February 21, for 
Liverpool, had been sunk by a sub- 
marine. The Sagamore was In com- 
mand of Captain H. Cummings and 
had a crew of fifty. Thefe were no 
Americans aboard. 
She carried 
a 


general cargo including munitions for 
the British government and was arm- 
ed astern with a 4.7 inch gun. Ves- 
sel and cargo were valued at J1.500,- 
000. 


While declining to give the source 


of their information, AVarren line of- 
ficials said they were satisfied the ves- 
sel had been sunk. 
They explained 


that the delay In reporting her loss 
probably was due to an admiralty rul- 
ing under which the list of ships sunk 
by submarines, is issued weekly. 


The British steamer Bay State, of 


the Warren line, sailing flve^days later 
than the Sagamore, arrived at Liver- 
pool Tuesday. 


The Sagamore which registered 5,- 


036 tons gross, had accommodations 
for 25 passengers but had been en- 
gaged exclusively as a freighter since 
the early days of the war. She was 
tuilt at Belfast in 1892. 


It was stated at the British consulate 


later today that two Americans had 
signed as firemen In the Sagamore's 
crew the day before the vessel's de- 
parture. They were Michael Holloway 
and John Henry, both of Boston. 


While having no postitive informa- 


tion on this point, it was assumed by 
officers of the Warren line that the 
men were aboard.

Return from Service on 


Mexican Border. 


New York, March 15.—With hun- 


dreds of Americans in Scandinavian 
ports anxious to return to their native 
land, the Norwegian steamship Kris- 
tianfjord, which arrived here today, 
was obliged to sail without booking 
passage for any of them owing to tne 
concern felt by the owners over the 
German submarine blockade. Officers 
of the vessel estimated there- were 
1,000 Americans unable to reach home 
and the Kristlanfjord turned away 
500 applicants, refusing also to carry 
malls. She brought a. general cargo 
of 850 tons of merchandise. 


One American citizen arrived on the 


Kristlanfjord, having boarded tho ship 
unseen and concealed himself until tho 
vessel was out of sight of land. This 
stowaway was Wm. E. Cadmus, a for- 
mor Baptist clergyman and now a New 
York exporter. Cadmus took a cargo 
to Norway on the Kristlanfjord'a last 
voyage over. When he made his ro- 
nppcarance on deck on the trip back 
he was not disciplined as stowaways 
generally are, but enjoyed the privi- 
leges of exclusive occupancy of tho 
cabin and was not sent to the 15111s 
Island Immigration station on arrival 
hero.

Rev. J. A. McCarthy Gives 


Powerful Lenten Sermon 


at Cathedral. 


In a powerful Lenten sermon at the 


Cathedral "Wednesday evening Re\'. J. 
A. McCarthy spoke on the theme, "The 
Catholic Church and Salvation." 
He 


directed the attention of his many 
listeners to a statement found in Cath- 
olic theology, "Outside the Catholic 
church there is no salvation." He said 
that first they would assure themselves 
that the sentence was strictly true;

McCarthy, "is, strictly and literally, 
true.

Now, if I profess the Cathr 
olic religion, and my brother denies 
it, one of us must be wrong; but both 
cannot be right, for truth does not 
contradict itself. Hence, it follows if 
my church, the Catholic church, is 
the one true church, I, professing her 
doctrines and living up to them, will 
be saved, and my brother, denying her 
doctrines in his teaching and practice, 
will be lost. 
And because truth is 


one, so must the true church be one 
and only one. For, as there can be 
but one God and one Christ, so there 
can be but one true church, one true 
faith, one true baptism. For the true 
church is Christ's living representa- 
tive on earth, and hence, she Is one 
even as He is one. He called her His 
church. He founded her on one rock. 
He gathered His disciples into her as 
into one fold, under one shepherd, and 
His last prayer for her was that she 
might ever continue one as the Father 
arid He are one. Christ clothed her 
with His Own personality, giving to 
her all power in heaven and on earth, 
even as the Father gave to Him."

Failure on the part of Fred Banks, 


dispatcher for the Fort Wayno & 
Northern Indiana Traction company, 
to give orders to tho crew on tho 
freight car that collided Wednesday 
afternoon with a work car at tho Band 
Point crossing, three miles from the 
city, causing tho death of two, to bo 
on the lookout for the work car is 
given by Coroner J. E. McArdle as 
the probable cause of the wreck. 


No record of such orders has been 


found by the coroner, who is -gathering 
evidence to bo used at the inquest 
which he will conduct Friday morn- 
ing. 


W. D. North, 48, residing at 1439 


Wall street, was the second victim of 
the wreck. He died at St. Joseph hos- 
pital about 4 o'clock Wednesday aft- 
ernoon. Arlle C. Thompson, of Bluff- 
ton, an employe of the company, who 
was "deadheading" back home on the 
freight car, was burned to death when 
pinned beneath the stov^e and was un- 
able to get out when ilie car caught 
fire.

Thompson Was I'opulnr.

car men. He formerly was employed 
on tho Marion & Bluffton traction lino 
and went to the Fort Wayne &. North- 
em Indiana Traction company about 
two years ago. 
He was about forty 


years old and was a son of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. H. Thompson, who live west of 
Bluffton. 


Mr. Thompson had come to Fort 


Wayno in the morning to consult a 
specialist abotit his eyes, which were 
Injured by flashing of electricity fol- 
lowing the sleet storm. Ho was rid- 
ing back home on the freight car and 
was not at work at the time of the 
accident.

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Help New Castle Destitute. 


Appeal is made by Mayor Hosey to the people of Fort "Wayne to 


contribute to the relief of those "who -were made homeless and destitute 
in the city of Newcastle by last Sunday's storm. 


Tile Sentinel wfll receive and acknowledge donations to the fund 


it is desired to raise in this city for the assistance of Newcastle's un- 
fortunate and see that such aid as is extended promptly reaches the 
proper authorities. It may he well to repeat what Mayor Hosey says 
in his appeal, that these contributions ought to be made without de- 
lay. The need of help is very pressing. Newcastle is not a large city 
and the number of her homeless and destitute victims of disaster is 
great. Hundreds have no shelter and no food other than charity now 
provides. It is hoped by those at the head of the relief work thut con- 
tributions will he sufficient to assist some of these homeless people to 
restore the homes they have lost and to put them at once in the way 
of becoming again self-supporting. 


Reports from over the state indicate that there has been a vcry 


generous response from the people of Indiana to the appeal of New- 
castle for assistance. In some cities relief measures were made effec- 
tive within twenty-four hours after the storm had wrought its de- 
structive work. Fort Wayne has always been generous in her answer 
to the call of distress and there will bo a similar response to this cry 
of tho stricken people of Newcastle. Again, it is urged that contribu- 
tions be made at once. Delay will add to some extent to the suffering. 


It Looked Better. 


The welcome given to tho boys of Company E upon their return 


last evening from sen-ice on the border was impressive and inspirit- 
ing. It spoke to the credit of the patriotic sentiments of Fort "Wayne 
and it must have given the young soldiers a thrill of pleasure, along 
with deeper emotions, to be received with so much warmth and en- 
thusiasm.

COLLEGE COURSE FOE HOUSEWIVES. 
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BY ORPHA E. 3TESBIT. 


(College of Agriculture, University of 


Nebraska.) 


Sugar is found largely in the same 


places as starch; namely, in roots, 
grasses, stems of plants, trunks of 
trees, fruits, milk and vegetables. 


Starch is the form In which plants 


store their food for future use, while 
sugar is the form 
into 
which this 


starch must be changed before the 
plant can make use of It as food. This 
is what happens in the springtime 
when the trees begin to bud and leaf, 
when the seeds begin to sprout and 
grow. A green apple or a green 
banana tastes starchy, a ripe apple or 
a ripe banana tastes sweet. The 
starch has by a chemical change be- 
come a form of sugar. 


Kinds of Sugar. 


Cdmmercial or manufactured sugar 


is the sugar we buy on the market. 
The two kinds of manufactured sugar 
we are most familiar with are the 
cane sugar and the beet sugar. Non- 
commercial sugars found in foods 
such as milk sugar, called lactose; 
malt sugar found In grains called mal- 
tose; fruit sugar called levulose. 


Value of Sngnr. 


In whatever form starch or sugar 


is taken into tho body, it must be 


>***** I'***H 
changed into a rtffl simpler form call- 
ed dextrose, before the body can make 
use of It aa food; just as the starch In 
the plant must be changed to a form 
of sugar before the plant can use It 
ax food. 


This change can be made In the 


body because there Is a ferment In the 
saliva of the mouth, gastric juice ot 
the stomach and Intestinal Juice for 
this purpose; or this change can be 
made outside of the body by adding 
an aold to the sugar and boiling. 
Therefore, jams and fruit butter* are 
easily digested forms of sugar. 


Stored as Fat. 


If sugar Is eaten In small amount*, 


It will take the place of starch and 
•will be more quickly made use of by 
the body because It is In a simpler 
form than starch and will not hays 
to go through all the changes staroh 
must go through to be made into that 
simplest form of sugar—dextrose. 


If the sugar Is la ezcesa of the 


amount needed for the daily use or 
the body It la changed to fat and la 
stored aa fat. That Is tho reaaon that 
In some oases of fleshiness doctors 
omit sugar entirely from the diet.

on Part of Parents.

Methods whereby the grease from 


city garbage could be extracted and 
used in soap making were layed be- 
fore. Mayor Hosey, Thursday morning, 
ay directors of a local soap factory "who 
•seek the by-product from Fort Wayne 
garbage. 


The Fort Wayne fa.ctory is noY^uy- 


inir its grease from an Ohio city. The 
fatty fluid is extracted from garbage 
of the city. Managers of the local 
plant believe they can arrange to ob- 
tain the grease hero at home cheaper 
than they are buying it now. 


That Fort Wayne arrange for con- 


densing the garbage and sell the grease 
to the soap factory, In one proposition. 
Mayor Hosey does not take kindly to 
this plan, he saya, because of elabor- 
ateness of the necessary condensing 
plant and danger to employes in the 
process of extracting the by-product. 


Mayor Hosey points out that much 


gasoline and other grease 
cutting 


chemicals are used in the process and 
that these fluids are sometimes caused 
to explode. Cost of setting up such a 
plant and uncertainty of the continued 
good price of the product are against 
the proposition, the mayor says. 


The local soap plant also offers to 


build its own condenser plant and to 
collect the city garbage for a nominal 
sum. Mayor Hosoy says that cost to 
cities where this plan is now in use is 
higher than where their own crema- 
tory is maintained. 


L,ater conference of officials and di- 


rectors of the soap factory may be ar- 
ranged, as no definite plans resulted 
from Thursday's talk. 
Mayor Hosey 


points out that none of the propositions 
made by the soap plant members will 
solve the city garbage problem, which 
Is one of having the garbage collected

jiu-jitsu has shown how eas- 


ily a policeman or detective can control a man 
'unskilled at tho game. 
- Chief of Detectives Allender was largely In- 
»«trumentnl In having this system of training 
Jglven a chance In St. Louis. He picked out 
• lome of his athletic men, let them practice on 
"each other, and then, as fast aa they showed 
"proficiency, gave them a special course of train- 
ing. 
. The course given to the detectives Is a modi- 
fication of the Japanese Dorm of jlu-jltsu. 
It 


simply consists in holding a man so that any 
movement he makes counts against himself, it 
' he accompanies an otflcer peacefully, he does 
not even realize he is being held. . 


Two of the men who are considered experts 


•In this line are Detectives Andrew Stevenson 
fnd Paul A. Jones. Both have learned all the 
grips taught In the course. 


' Principle of Grip Is Simple. 


T 


ill-; principle Itself is simple enough. 
Ste- 


venson save an illustration of this last 


week. 


"The regular policeman's grip ought to be 


.taken from Inside the prisoner's arm," he said, 
"with a slight twist on bis wrist. This grip 
jJocs not hurt him If he accompanies the officer 
^peacefully. If he tries to break away, the offi- 
cer has the leverage of the slight twist in the 
arm to aid him. If a man struggles too violent. 
Jy. he Is likely to break his own arm." 


Stevenson, who was formerly aj boxer, also 


-became adept in the course of training which 
'Is designed to oppose a man who tries to draw 
a revolver upon a policeman. 


"Instead of stepping back, the officer steps 


In." said he, "and thrusts his own arm beneath 
that, of the suspect. Then he grasps the wrist 
holding the revolver. 
He can do one of two 


things—by bending tho arm backward so that 
it will he dislocated at the elbow unless the man 
yields, he ran force him to drop the gun; or he 
can bend him over so far that he can pluck the 
revolver from his hand. 


".Most persons, when confronted with a re- 


volver thrust in their face, try to jump back or 
else blindly grapple with the assailant. This is 
a mistake. If a man draws a gun on you, ne 
probably will dn it with his right hand. To pet 
it out with any speed he will have to make 
quick, jerky motions. The Idea is to push his 
hand with your left arm, striking :t suddenly, so 
as to ,-:arry the muzzle of the weapon past you. 
Then take a wrestling grip on him. 


"This requires speed, of course. But a little 


"practice will miike any ono proficient. I have 


never used a revolver in making any of my ar- 
rests.'' 


This detective force now contains at least lif- 


teen men who formerly were well known in the 
prize ring or in amateur' boxing circles. Of 


— these, few ever have resorted to a revolver in 


making an nrrest. 


All of them depend upon their training of 


former days. The man who has met a sturdy 
..opponent In the ring Is likely to smile when 
•ome drink-crazed hobo rushes at him. That

Stevenson Is Well Known. 


A 


NDY STEVENSON Is well known through- 


out tho city, especially among followers of 


the boxing gams. 


More than ten years ago he was one of the 


best-known local ting artists. 


In 190?. and thereabouts the boxing bout! 


held In the old St. Louis Rowing Club Building 
at the foot of Chouteau avenue were a feature. 
The hall was small, but was always crowded, 
»nd when Stevenson fought there was «ur« to 
be a capacity attendance. 


One of the best bouts he put up there vmm 


against Jimmy Handler. At that time Handler 
waa considered a dangerous man at 
any 


weight. Ho bad been meeting the top-notchar* 
In the Bast, and, while ho was never able to 
get himself Into the flrst class, was always 
able to hold his own In rough work. 


John Wallrapp, who was managing the boot* 


«t the oluh In those days, got him to come W«»t 
and meet Stevenson. There was a tremendous 
crowd at the ringside, and tho old frame build- 
Ing fairly creaked with the weight that waa In 
the hall on tho second floor. 


Handler was the heavier of the two. and, 


moreover, had years of experience In the ring. 
Stevenscr. was still a comparative novice at 
the boxing game. 
What mado tho affair more 


distinctly In Handler's favor was the fact that 
the ring was not a regular 24-foot square, but 
was barely 16 feet square. This was a small 
ring for two heavy men to meet in. 


In spite of the advantages In Handler's favor, 


Stevenson went the limit of twenty rounds with 
him and was fighting strong at the end. In the 
early stages of the 
bout 
Stevenson fairly 


rushed Handler off his feet, clouting him with 
rights and lefts and knocking him back against 
the ropes. For a time it seemed as though 
Stevenson would win by a knockout. General- 
ship saved Handler, however, and he finally 
received the decision. 


Stevenson also fought George Block, a clever 


welterweight. Block later went in the middle- 
weight class. Andy Walsh, who wns regarded 
as a factor in heavyweight circles for a time, 
met Stevenson In a hall on the North Side. He 
also met -Tack Dunleavy, the latter boxer being 
a protege of JIal Doyle, the promoter.

"Take the case of Switzerland. There is a 


little republic with warring nations on all sides 
of it. 
Their army probably is no bigger than 


that of Belpium, 
But you don't see any one 


trying to invade Switzerland. Their forces are 
Uninert too thoroughly. No doubt the big na- 
tions could go through it If they wanted to— 
but they would have to pay a price that none 
of them are willing to give.

Establishing a Reputation. 


O 


LIVER SIMON, better known as "Ollle" 


Simon, is another detective who does not 


believe In using a revolver when he makes an 


arrest. He formerly boxed under the name ot 
.lini Douglas, and many of tha local ring fol- 
loueis will recall his performances In the St. 
Louis arena.s. 
He fought George Block and 


Jnnk Dunleavy in the old days. 


He states that his ring training has been such 


that he prefers to irse his fists rather than de- 
pend upon a revolver, except in cases of ex- 
treme emergency. He showed his mettle a few 
years ago when his beat carried him around an 
c\trfmely tough neighborhood In the vicinity 
of ^Tfti'Chcster a\penue and a cross street which 
r.vn dcwn to one of the big plants near the rail- 
road tracks. 


On one occasion he made an arrest of a mem- 


ber of a gang that hung around corners near a 
cheap saloon and whose members were often 


charged with Insulting women. Simon made an 
arrest of one of those offenders, but heard one 
of the remainder of the gang declare that ha 
"couldn't make a pinch like that unless he was 
heeled." 
- Simon instantly wheeled and told his prisoner 
to stand still. Then he took oft his coat and 
laid his revolver on it, keeping between the 
weapon and the members of the gang. 
He 


then void the men to come on one by one, and 
when two accepted Ills offer and tried, to attack 
him, ne knocked them flat, beating them so de- 
cisively that the others were afraid to come 
near him. His prisoner made no effort to es- 
cape or to make a dash for Simon's revolver, 
although It was a case of one man fighting a 
dozen. 


From that time on, Simon's reputation waft 


established In that neighborhood, and ttie tough 
element had a great respect for him. In BUD* 
sequent arrests he had no trouble. 


"Ed" Lally. who has been made a sergeant, 


was well known by those who used to visit th« 
old Pastime Club when that organization flour- 
ished on Vandeventer avenue at the foot of 
Vanclvvcnter place. 
Amateur boxing was m 


treat drawing card In those days and Julian 
LauRhlin, as master of ceremonies, always aaw 
that a good card was arranged. 


Lally, who did not possess »o much avotrdtt- 


pols as at present, was a boxer In the lighter 
classes and mode a good record. Many of Mm 
bouts at th* eld dub are well remembered. 
Like most men who have perfect confidence in 
their own ability to handle an opponent, he doe» 
not depend on a revolver. He makes his ar- 
rests by sheer force of personality and by hli 
own ability to handle a man—even If the per* 
eon he Is arresting Is turbulent and uglr. 


Still a Boxer at 50 Years. 


» 9 an amateur, he fought Joe IMede, ati4 
'V later, as a professional, he met Harry 
Sharp, tho well-known referee. He proved that 
he could handle a tough neighborhood when h* 
was sent to a beat around the old Carr Street 
Station, once known as the "Bloody Third." but 
later made Into the Fourth District. He had no 
trouble on his beat after one or two of'the 
rougher element had tried to Interfere -with him. 
Thoy did not repeat tho experiment. 


In spite of the faot that he Is getting along 


In tho neighborhood of SO years. Detective Ser- 
geant Holm holt still retains his ability as a 
boxer. In the same old days when Lally used 
to appear at the Pastime Club, Helmholt also 
was a boxer. 


At that time, one of the cleverest men with 


the gloves among the Pastime's members wa« 
"Dute" Cabaniie, as L. D. Cabanne was known. 
He was a tlrst-class football player, overflow- 
ing with energy and devoted to all kinds ot 
uport. 
As a result, ho was always In per- 


fect condition. One of the best bouts ever seen 
at the old club was ono wherein Holmholt and 
Cabanno came together, Helmholt receiving 
the decision. 


About twelve years ngo, Helmholt, single > 


handed, captured two highwaymen, knocking 
one down, when he attempted to draw a. woa* 
pon, 
and so clearly convincing the other that 


he was his physical superior, that he led a pair 
of thoroughly cowed men to the patrol box with- 
out having occasion to draw his revolver. This 
act brought^.hirn promotion and he has rarely 
had trouble since. 


Capt. .lohn N. Picket formerly was a good 


boxer. Although now setting on beyond the 63- 
year mark, he is still hale and hearty and at- 
tributes his present good condition to his early 
training. 
In spite of the fact that lie has not 


boxed for many years, he can still easily han- 
dle the most obstreperous prisoner that is likely 
to turn up. 


Serjjt. Ernest Rens is another former boxer, 


but he differs from Capt. Pickel in tha fact that 
he still likes the exercise of the game. 
He 


boxes regularly and prides himself on the fast 
that he has never used a revolver although !>• 
has made many important arrests. Ho is still 
activo and quick on his feet, and at handball 
playins ij said to be one of the fastest men who 
patroniz« the place. 


Chief of Police Ransom Payno of East SI, 


Louis is another member of the police fra- 
ternity who depends upon physical strength and 
not upon 'Weapons to make an arrest. 
Chief 


Payno has been known to quell some of the 
most unruly denizens of the levee district sim- 
ply by grasping them and holding them In a 
grip from which thoy cannot break away. 


Contrary to the belief held by many who 


know nothing of the game, boxing, wrestling 
and a knowledge of various methods of self- 
defense do not make a man aggressive or a 
bully. Experts in those pastimes are almost In- 
variably exactly the reverse. To acquire a cer- 
tain degree of proficiency In those sports they 
have to control themselves and this self-control 
is one of their most valuable assets In later life. 


The man who can box well or wrestle well— 


who Is thoroughly master of himself—is almost 
invariably of even temper and unruffled mind. 
Ho can go through a stormy scene without a 
quickening of the pulse and can keep his head 
in an emergency. 


And the success of many of the detectives 


and policemen In their chosen careers is due 
to tho training they had In their early year* 
either in the squared circle or on the mat.

Former Ambassador Thinks 


Berlin is Willing to Risk 


: 
War With U.S. 


Washington, March 15.—Informa- 


tion which former Ambassador Gerard 
has laid before the state department 
refutes various statements that Ger- 
many might be contemplating altering 
her campaign of ruthlessness to avoid 
war with the United tSates. 


From evidence Mr. Gerard has 


brought and that gathered from other 
sources. President Wilson and state 
department officials suspect Germany 
is officially 
determined to continue 


submarine warfare in violation of in- 
ternational law in face of the fact 
that such a policy probably will lead 
to war with the United States. Presi- 
dent Wilson will continue with his 
plan for putting the United States in 
a state of armed neutrality ami this 
state will 
continue until Gerniany 


forces an armed clash with an Ameri- 
can merchantman or until Germany 
abandons ruthlessness submarine war- 
fare. 


Mr. Gerard called at the state de- 


partment today and amplified his re- 
port of yesterday. 
The former am- 


bassador probably will remain here 
until tonight or early tomorrow and 
may see President Wilson before his 
departure for New York to attend a 
public reception. 


Mr. Gerard reported that German 


officials apparently considered the ef- 
fects and consequences of submarine 
ruthlessness before proclaiming it. anil 
as far as he could learn were confident 
of its success. 


Hope in Submarines. 


When he left Berlin, however, the 


campaign was only in its second week 
and the Germans were still predicting 
the destruction of a. million tons of 
shipping a month, the amount ad- 
mitted to lie essential for an effective 
starvation blockade of England. Th« 
average destruction lias been below 
half that, so f;ir. 


Food conditions in Germany when 


3Ir. Gerard's party left were reported 
as serious, but not necessarily crHiral. 
This question is looked upon by th<- 
American government as very import- 
ant, because of its bearing upon tlio 
possibility of further p«icu moves Ijy 
Germany in the near future.

The report made !>y the former ;irti-. 


bassador to the state department was 
understood to deal particularly with 
the treatment accorded himself and 


other Americans following the break 
in diplomatic relations, the efforts of 
the German government to get him to 
reaffirm the old treaty of 1828 with 
extensive changes, the general atti- 
tude of the German government and 
public toward submarine 
warfare, 


peace and relations with the United 
States and conditions in Germany. 


The state department does not hope 


for a change in the international sit- 
uation through the facts made known 
by Mr. Gerard. Germany is believed 
to have shown herself, in thu series 
of sinkings such as the Laconia, the 


reports that he will be a candidate 
for mayor of New York next fall or 
will be sent to Tokio to succeed the 
late Ambassador Guthrie. He would 
discuss none of these reports today 
further than to say that he is paying 
no attention to politics at this time.
